WASHINGTON, August 17.—Admiral Dewey's official announcement of the 


bombardment and surrender of Manila is as follows: 


MANILA, August 13.—Secretary of the Navy, Washington: Manila surrendered 


today to the American land and naval forces, after a combined attack. 
A division oi 


the squadron shelled the forts and intrenchments at Malate, on tho south side of the 
city, driving back the enemy, our army advancing from that side at the same time. 


The city surrendered at about 5 o'clock. 
The American Hag is being hoisted by 


Lieut. Brumby. 


About 7,000 prisoners were taken. 
The squadron had no casualties, and none of 


the vessels were injured. 


On August 7th Gen. Merritt and I formally demanded the surrender of the city 


which the Spanish Governor General refused.

Lieut. Brumby is Dewey's flag lieutenant.

Tbere are a number oil conc*rnn la 


ihe United States that arc now tmsjr 
ranking ste«l projectiles tor Uncle 
6am'» big rifles, but it is said In only 
one ol them is it possible to s«e utecl 
—not -what is technically known aa sett 
•teel, either—molded liko so much 
dough. That is literally what is dtott* 
in Brooklyn. Usually such projectile* 
ara formed by cutting, and are then 
bored out to make a chamber for tie 
explosive. 


Both armor-piercing and Henil-armor- 


piercing fthclls are made in sizes rang- 
ing from six-pounders to eight-inch. 
Tho raw material is steel, partially 
hardened, in round bars, from two'to 
about eight inches in diameior. The*8 
bars are sowed into length yarying 
from about four inches to 18 or 20 
Indies.

At that time 
New Orleans and the adjacent river 
districts were nettled by ITreucb,, Ger- 
mans, S\\las, KullnnA and about 1,000 
Acaclmns, who hnd been exiled from 
Acadla by tho Btlttdh government. 
Knowlny tho Spurn")! clmractcr for 
cruelty, ue practiced in the Floriclas, 
the French deckled to rc&i!,t this Rpun- 
ish occupancy. As they had been cant 
nway by their putr<rnul go\ eminent, 
they must organize another.

The Cromwell o£ 
the new world informed the Spanish 
governor that his anthorit j had ended,

not ripo for the "Holy Inquisition." 


The governor, Bon Antonio-de tllloa, 


did not resiit, though his force was 
larger than tlie band of conspirators 
could rally, and, in addition, he had 
two ships of war. After he had rather 
hurriedly reJ rented to one o£ MBVOS- 
Bels his departure vuis a trifle hurried 
by one of the conspirators cutting a 
cable, %vlr,:n the vessel drifted from its 
moorings Amid the hoolinghof theerm- 
Bplrators and jeers at the "broad ban- 
ner ot Hpuln."
